The -vital statistics returns for week ending the 24th 
July, 1948 for towns with a population of 30,000 and over 
have been received in respect of 158 towns (144 towns out 
of 182 in India and 14 towns out of 30 in Indian States). 
The estimated mid*year population of these 158 towns is 
21,397,635. The births and deaths recorded in these towns 
numbered 13,085 and 7,890 representing birth and death 
rates of 31 • 8 and 19 * 2 per thousand of the population respec- 
tively. 

(A) India . — The births and deaths recorded in towns 
of India were 12,055 and 7,250 giving birth and death rates 
of 31.8 and 19.1 per thousand of the population respec- 
tively. The two towns, namely, Pandharpur in Bombay 
Presidency and Burbanpur in C. P. recorded high death 
rates of 64" 7, and 60.3 per thousand of the population 
respectively. Tne high death rate in Pandharpur was not 
due to any of the specified causes. The high death rate in 
Burhanpur was mainly due to deaths from cholora and 
fevers. 

There were 114 deaths from cholera and 37 deaths from 
smallpox.
